crowds congregating and protect the cars 
of the company If an attempt is made to 
resume traffic. About 200 private detec- 
tives went 01 duty today and will co- 
operate with the State police In addi- 
tion to these, the sheriff of the county 
has about 200 special deputies in service 
No Disturbance.

MICHAEL CASEY'S NEW 
MACHINE TO BE CRUSHED 


JN ITS BEGINNING BY 
MAYOR TAYLOR ET ALS 


JYo More 'Plums' for the Wily Politician 


at Expense of the Taxpayer—Startling 


and Unexpected Break Between 


Friends. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 17.—Mayor Taylor has sprung a de- 


cided political sensation. He declares that the evasion of charter, 
provisions by Michael Casey of the Board of Public Works must 
end, and that employes in that department must be selected from the 
_civil service list. All of which means that the mayor and others 
'have come to the conclusion that Michael Casey is building up a 
political machine for himself at the expense of the city pay roll. 
? 
Under orders of Mayor Taylor, the civil service commissioners 


will immediately take away from Casey the appointing power that 
he has been exercising in defiance of the charter provisions and in- 
tentions. All of which is a great surprise to those who knew ho%v 
:lose the mayor and Casey always were and who little dreamed 
•hat they would split so suddenly and so hard. 


To Help Out a Fallen Boss. 


It is alleged that Casey is building up this new machine of his 


*or the purpose of helping out a fallen leader Tyho aims at being 
restored to power and office. 
Casey finds every one of the de- 


partments of the city hostile to him, excepting the Board of Public 
5«Vorks. He has been steadily at work, however, putting his friends 
>n the pay roll and letting the city foot the bills. 


Auditor Koster says that the demands of the Board of Public 


Works for the coming fiscal year are unreasonably high in many 
particulais. He points out that while the earning capacity of the 
city is only $8.000,000 per year, the demands of the Board of Public 
Works total $5,735.36471. One of the biggest kicks is the raising 
of the salary of Engineer Marsden Manson from $5000 to $8000, 
and of Architect Tharp- from $4000 to $5000. 


The^chools will cost $1,500,000, the fire department and police 


expenses nearly the same, and the presence of the bubonic plague 
pulls the health department payroll up to nearly $500,000. All of 
which must come out of the total $8,000,000, in addition to the de- 
mands of the Board of Public Works for $5,735,364.71. 


Some Casey Wants and Casey Methods. 


In another instance they point out that the Board of Works 


wanted $3000 to tear down the old city and county hospital, but 
when they did it by contract they found that the cost was only 
$800, and so on down the line critics—meaning Mayor Taylor and 
his officials—tear up the plans of Mr. Casey. They also point out 
that when Casey wanted laborers to work on the sewers he asked 
for "wndlass" men. There being no windlass on the civil service 
list, Casey was left free to make the appointments himself from his 
own list of political followers and hangers-on, thus adding 400 
names to the payroll without civil service approval. And that's not 
all. 
Others pi a higher position have been appointed. • Mayor 


Taylor says he has lost confidence in Casey and that's why there is 
something doing.

Schmitz Greets Ruef. 


Eugene E. Schmitz was In court this 


morning in connection "with a, case,_ and 
he and Huef shook hands cordially, chat- 
ting together for a moment, but holding 
no extensive conversation. It is under- 
stood that the former boss and the ex- 
mayor personally settled their

ences out of the county jail and are now 
on speaking terms.

there Is passed an ordinance which was 
before the ordinance and ludlciary com- 
mittee of the City Council last night 
The proposed measure was read before 
the -committee and action was postponed 
for a week 
as automoblllsts 
"Will be 
asked to appear before the committee 
and make suggestions 
City Attorney McElroy stated that he 
had looked over the automobile ordi- 
nances of all the large cities In the 
country and that he had drafted the 
proposed ordinance -which was before the 
committee so that it is similar to the 
law in force in Denver 
Tha proposed ordinance provides that 
the 
speed lim't 
\vithin 
the 
district 
bounded by Fourteenth, Clay, Se\ enth 
and Franklin streets, shall be ten miles 
an hour, outside of this district eighteen 
miles and In turning1 corners six miles.

Frightened by this undue excite- 
ment, the herd of elephants became un- 
controllable am! charged

east side of town, knocking down fences, 
outhouses 
and 
despoil Insr 
orchards. 


Quick action or. the part of the keepers, 
however, -was the means of rounding up 
all but the largest of the elephants. 
Enters Hotel Court. 


Ho it was who did the damage. Chang-

dashed toward the center of the city, 
one mile distant. Turning into the court 
of the Glenwood hot?] he cast hJs eye 
on Miss Glhbs. who was in the yard In 
front of the house. 


The elephant pinned her against the 


house between his tusks, threw her to 
the ground and 
trampled 
upon 
her, 


crushing her i.-hest and Inflicting fatal 
injuries. 
The animal- then proceeded to

rushing, 


p.'inic-strlcken. Indoors. D. P. Chapman, 
!|3 guest of the 
house, 
attempted to 
:\werve the animal from the court. 
He 


was knocked down and had several ribs 
broken and was otherwise Injured. 


The beast crashed through the door, 


walked through the barber shops and 
out Into Main street, crossed the street 
and crashed through 
the heavy plate 
glass window In a store. 
Before being 


rounded up at » down town pbbllc stable 
the animal trampled on another man 
and seriously gored him with Its tusks. 
Keeper Hurled Over Fence. 


One of the keepers attempted to sub- 


due the animal, hut was hurled over 
high fence, sustaining painful Injuries. 
Not until four other 
elephants 
were 


brought into the stable was the huge 
beast gotten under control and taken to 
the circus grounds. 
By this time the 


entire town was In an uproar. 
The 


ladles of the East Side were afraid to 
venture into the streets, fearing that 
the herd had not been captured. 


The keeper of the .elephants, whose 


name is not known, was the means of 
saving at least two lives before the 
big brute was again under control.

The left trousers leg of the keeper was 
ripped wide open by the Infuriated beast 
and the leg was painfully 
lacerated. 


The flesh from the keeper's right hand 
also was torn away.

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Operations of the Unspeakable Burns. 


William J, Burns appears to be at his old trick of tampering 


with talesmen and then • laying his work at the door of the de- 
fendants. The way this man has been permitted to prostitute and 
corrupt the administration. of justice in San Francisco is one of 
the most shameful features of the private and personally conducted 
graft crusade. Burns is without scruple or shame, as his story in 
the April American Magazine shows, and boasts of his criminal 
expedients as if they were something for honest men to admire. 
.While the trials of Ford and Ruef are in progress he is working up 
fake sensations and gallery plays on the outside to manufacture 
popular sentiment against the "accused. "I know it's fierce," he re- 
marked to Lincoln Steffens. Fierce! Infamous, atrocious'would 
more properly describe his performances. Yet this man holds no 
official position; is not controlled or paid by any authority recog- 
nized by the law, but is simply the hired emissary of Rudolph 
Spreckels. 
In open court during the fake Tevis-Older libel suit' 


he denied being employed by the District Attorney's office and 
confessed that he was merely the private spy and agent of Spreck- 
els. 
Yet his myrmidons are placed in charge of juries and are 


permitted to browbeat and bedevil witnesses and defendants. -He 
even presumes to boss court proceedings %and give commands to 
the Deputy District Attorney who is prosecuting the Ford case. 


The Rat-Killing Campaign. 


Here are a few remarks by the Visalia .Times: "The Merch- 


ants' Exchange of Oakland has condemned the war on rats in that 
city and the efforts to lessen the chances of the bubonic plague 
there as a farce. As long as the garbage pile near the Sixteenth- 
street station, which is in full view of all passengers on the main 
line of the Southern Pacific, remains where it is, the'health .-of the 
people of Oakland is menaced and there is considerable danger of 
the plague. The Merchants' Exchange is away off. It should not 
only help the government officials in their war against rats, but it 
should take some action looking to a change in location of Oakland's 
dump pile. Civic pride, if not a concern for the health of the residents 
of that city, should prompt the Exchange to back up the govern- 
ment authorities in this partici r." 


In a large sense our Visalia contemporary is correct; in minor 


particulars of fact it is somewhat at fault. Garbage is no longer 
dumped on the Sixteenth-street marsh nor anywhere else in or near 
the city. The dump was a dangerous and unsavory public nuisance 
that should have been abated long ago, but which survived as the 
result of peculiar financial and legal complications. ,While the 
wisdom of taking salutary measures to stamp out and guard against 
bubonic plague infection is generally recognized, there is ample 
room to question the necessity and propriety of expending the 
enormous sum of $20,000 a month in the way the money is being 
expended at present. 
» 


Is the danger so imminent as to warrant a continuance of this 


heavy expenditure? Let the answer be in the affirmative, and two 
other questions suggest themselves: First, are the expedients re- 
sorted to best calculated to achieve the results desired? Is the plan 
of campaign being wisely and efficiently carried out? As matters 
stand the wisdom of the excessive expenditure is a fairly debatable 
proposition. 
Inquiry as to the two subsidiary propositions is 


indubitably in order, and questions on those heads cannot be brushed 
aside by alleging that persons who raise them are opposed to taking 
sanitary precautions against infectious disease. 
• 


The circular issued a short time ago by the municipal board of 


health, under the scare title of "Bubonic Plague in Oakland," states 
that since October 1,1907, twelve cases of bubonic plague have been 
developed in Oakland arid environs. 
Seven of the twelve died. 


Sixty rats among the thousands destroyed and examined showed 
infection. Now the first authentic cases of plague appeared in San 
Francisco more than nine years ago. Taking the element of time 
and the wide area in Which cases have developed into consideration, 
the ravages of the disease have been trifling. Moreover, there is 
grave reason to doubt if some o! the cases diagnosed as plague were 
not ailments of another character. The great central fact, however, 
is that although the plague has been endemic in San Francisco and 
vicinity for nearly a decade the disease has never become epidemic, 
while the number of its alleged victims in all this region has av- 
eraged less than three a month for the entire period of its presence. 
Only a small proportion of the rats killed on either side of the bay 
are found to be infected. It has cost Oakland something like $1000 
apiece to kill infected rats, while the cost of killing each ordinary 
rat has risen to $8 or $10 a head.

"Buy our properties for $32,000,000 or give us a 25 per cent 


raise in water rates," is the hold-up demand of the Spring Valley 
Water Company. "If you don't, we refuse to increase our supplies, 
and San Francisco must face a water famine." 


We have already explained the meaning of the 25 per cent 


increase of rates. By the company's own explanation it is a de- 
mand that the water consumers shall furnish the capital to repair 
and extend the company's works—a capital on which the people 
will thereafter be required to pay interest. 


The proposition to buy "the whole works or none" at a mini- 


mum price of $32,000,000 gets some more light on it from the dis- 
cussion reported yesterday in the Oakland Merchants' Exchange. 
The. Exchange is gathering facts that show that the Spring Valley 
Company is doing vast damage to the lands in the upper part of 
Alameda county by drawing off the water to sell to San Francisco. 
The Spring Valley pumps and dams have cut off the underground 
supply of a vast acreage, so that orchards have been killed, hop 
fields made unproductive, vineyards dried out, and sugar beet fields 
destroyed. 
A calculation has been made that the loss in crops 


from Niles to Livermore, through the operations of the Spring Val- 
ley Company decreases the gross product by about $2,000,000 a 
year. 


Oakland's Merchants' Exchange is preparing to call on the 


county officials and the courts to stop this diversion, or make the cor- 
poration pay for the damage it has caused. 


It has already been shown that $32,000,000 .is an extortionate 


price for the Spring Valley properties. The market value of the 
stocks and bonds is now less than $22,000,000,' showing that the 
city is to be called on to pay over $50 a share for stock that Mr. 
Bourne and his associates have been buying at less than $23. 


Now it appears that if the city should p_ay this outrageous 


sum for the properties, it would buy with the works a magnificent 
crop of prospective lawsuits. 


No doubt the city will eventually find it profitable to buy the 


peninsular reservoirs and watersheds of the Spring Valley Com- 
pany, if these can be had at a reasonable price. But the Alameda 
watershed .will not ,be wanted after the city obtains a supply of 
water from the Sierras. 


The facts brought out by Oakland's Merchants' Exchange fur- 


nish the answer to the water company's plaintive question. What 
shall we do with our Alameda supply, if the city buys the peninsular 
plant, and the city distributing system? For the present, th£ water 
must be taken to supply the people of San Francisco. When they 
get the Sierra water the Alameda supply can be used jnost profitably 
in growing crops in Alameda county. 


It is the clear policy of the city government to hasten the 


plans forgetting' a supply of Sierra water. Meanwhile, if it becomes 
necessary for the city to furnish money to make any additions to the 
Spring Valley water works, those additions should be such as can 
be made a part of a municipally owned system, and should be and 
remain the property of the city—not of the corporation.—S. F. 
Examiner,

out of danger, but fast gaining flesh.

GARBAGE REMOVAL LAW IS 


RECOMMENDED TO COUNCIL 


Ordinance and Judiciary Commit- 


tee Favors Measure. 


An ordinance providing that all gar- 


bag-e ana refuse be removed from this 
city to sea, that $54,000 be appropriated 
for this purpose and that the awarding 
of a contract to Wall Bros, to remove 
the garbage to sea be ratified, was rec- 
ommended by the ordinance and Judi- 
ciary committee of the City Council last 
night. The removal of garbage from the 
city In this manner will probably com- 
mence on May 1

which

In talking to a crowd of Washington 


sporting men the other day Bob Ganley 
a former coast league star, told of a 
play that might be a good one to try In 
this league once In a while.

If 
the gardener has a good arm and brains 
enough to calculate two lumps of sugar 
for his coffee he can often pull off tricks 
that will jolt the other side. Also, If 
the base-runner Is real wise, said sprint- 
er can beat the outfielder at his own 
game, as Sam Crawford once showed 
me In Detroit last season.

field, the runner always tears 
around 


the bag and makes a bluff of stretching 
the hit for another base. They almost 
invariably do this in a free and dashing 
manner and make It a long lead. In order 
to induce the outfielder to throw to the 
bag .ahead of them. Then, if anythlnjr 
goes wrong with the throw they make 
the fcluff good. If the throw goes to that 
forward sack the runner simmers down 
and proceeds to nurse --the one he Is on, 
Now. I have caught many men by a sud- 
den line throw, not to the baar ahead, 
but the one they really earned It takes 
a good «rm and you have got to know 
your runner, but it Is surprising how 
many times on this stunt tha runner 
will be taken completely by surprise and 
rush back to the base,, there to be put 
out. 


"I worked this trick when I was with 


Sioux CHy. and George Huff, 'the Illinois 
University trainer and big -league scout, 
said It was one of the slickest schemes 
he ever saw. For years thi^nas been 
one of my pets and I never knew It to 
go wrong, until last summer Sam Craw- 
ford crabbed It He made a single when 
I was playing right and turned .first a 
mile. I saw he was not even thinking of 
second, so I whipped the ball to flrst. 
Instead of losing his head and trying to 
get back, as ninety-nine out of 109 play- 
ers would do. Sam had watched me 
throughout, and as soon as the ball left 
my hands he kept right on around to the 
middle station, making

ing such cases. In regard to compell- 
ing Christian Scientist parents to fur- 
nish medical treatment for their chil- 
dren that contention is based on a 
false premise, and cannot be agreed 


The judge cited decisions both in 


favor of and against the practice of 
Christian Science -under the laws as 
they 
exist 
In different States, and 


made it clear that in California the 
provision of the present law which 
provides "that nothing herein shall be 
held to apply or to regulate any kind 
of "treatment by prayer" exempted the 
practice of Christian Science from the 
operation 
of the medical law. 
He 
also read extracts from, the medical 
laws of Colorado, Connecticut, Illi- 
nois, Indian Territory, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Maine, Michigan, New Hamp- 
shire" North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Texas, all of which except Christian 
Science practice from the provisions of 
the medical laws. 
It was contended by the Judge, how- 


ever, that the code provision requiring 
parents to furnish their children with 
food, clothing and medical attendance, 
and providing that if they failed to do 
so, without lawful excuse, they were 
guilty of neglect, which was punish- 
able as a misdemeanor, should be ap- 
plied to Christian Scientist parents to 
compel them to furnish medical at- 
tendance for their children In cases of 
sickness. 
The evident intention of this law, 


•which was enacted before Christian 
Science was known. Is to prevent par- 
ents from neglecting their children by 
requiring them to provide what Is con- 
sidered necessary for their health and 
welfare, rather than to compel them 
to provide a certain kind of treatment 
In case of sickness, If some other ef- 
fective 
treatment 
Is available and 


provided. 
This at once raises 
the 


question whether it would be a 'law- 
ful 
excuse" 
for Christian Scientist 
parents to refuse to provide medical 
attendance for their children provided 
they 
gave 
them Christian 
Science 


treatment, which they had proved to 
be effective in curing themselves and 
others. In the case of The People vs 
Merrill Reed et al, which was tried at 
Los Angeles. Cal., the parents 
were 


charged 
with neglect under the law 


referred to for failing to provide med- 
ical attendance for their child, 
al- 


though they gave It Christian Science 
treatment and every attention pos- 


sible. 
Twenty witnesses gave sworn 
stimony as to the efficacy of Chris-

Science treatment 
in healing

cians had failed to benefit them, and 
the jury evidently believed that the 
parents 
were Justified In depending 
upon Christian Science treatment 
In 


place of medical attendance, and In 
doing 
so they -were not neglecting 
their children, for It rendered a ver- 
dict of "not guilty." 
If 
materla medica always cured 


there might be some reason for re- 
quiring all to accept its ministrations 
In case of sickness, but in view of the 
relative successes and failures of med- 
ical practice and Christian 
Science 


practice Christian Scientists are fully 
Justified 
In relying upon- Christian 


Science for their help. This is 
well 
illustrated by the Qulmby case 
of 


"White Plains, N. Y. After losing three 
children under medical treatment Mrs. 
Quimby became an invalid, and when 
material 
medicine failed to benefit 
her she turned to Christian Science 
and was healed. Later four members 
of her family were stricken with diph- 
theria, and under Christian 
Science 


treatment three were healed and one 
died. 
The Christian Science practi- 


tioner was arrested on a charge of 
manslaughter for losing the one case, 
but the charge was not sustained by 
the court,
